The Wednesday letter came attached to a copy 
of a “tag” ballot, or a ballot marked with a mes- 
sage saying that a particular box had been 
stuffed with additional ballots. The election 
committee found several of these “tag” ballots. 
The apology letter assured that the “tag” ballots 
were the only ballots stuffed into the boxes. 

The first letter stated in part, “We anticipated 
that approximately 900 students would vote. 
We used this figure to ensure that we planted 
enough ballots to statistically invalidate the 
voting, assuming that the top three candidates 
are within 200 percent of the votes received by 
both the fourth and fifth candidate, collective- 
ly.” However, with a voter turnout of more than 
3,700 students, the letter’s authors appear to

Utah County currently incarcer- 
ates 213 inmates in a facility rated 
for 135. The advisory committee 
has been working nearly three 
years to come up with a solution to 
the overcrowding problem. 

The committee’s revised proposal 
includes enough beds to not require 
expansion for the next five or 10 
years. 

The committee decided last year 
that remodeling the existing facili- 
ty was not feasible. The location of 
the jail, cost of remodeling and 
impact on nearby neighborhoods 
played a major part in the decision 
to build a new facility. 

“Remodeling is not an option,” 
said Richard Johnson, county com- 
missioner. “The facility is needed 
and the land purchased. Now we 
need to find a way to pay for it.” 

The security center will be built 
on 60 acres immediately north of 
the Spanish Fork airport. 

Preliminary plans called for con- 
struction of a 300-bed facility. 


Trends in number of inmates being 


incarcerated and how long they are 
being incarcerated caused the com- 


mittee to recommend the increase 
in size. 

The size increase brings the esti- 
mated cost of the security center to 
an estimated $24 million. That 
includes the cost of the land, all 
site work, fees and other associated 
costs. 

The cost of adding 96 beds to the 
security center now is estimated at 
$3 million compared to an estimat- 

ed $10 million in the year 2000. 

“The additional cost is not that

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Clinton calls for support of tax plan 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton asked Americans on Thursday to 
heed the “alarm bells in the night” and rally behind his economic plan, 
including an increase in the top tax rates for both individuals and corpo- 
rations. 

He also told business leaders he met with privately at a White House 
meeting to expect some form of a broad-based energy tax to be in his 
package, according to participants. 

A day after Clinton indicated in a televised town hall meeting that his 
plan, to be unveiled Wednesday, would include higher taxes on middle 
Americans, the president told 230 business leaders he would also pro- 
pose raising the top corporate tax rate above its current 34 percent. 

Administration aides said Clinton was expected to propose raising the 
rate to 36 percent — the same top rate he has suggested for households 
earning over $200,000 a year and who now pay 31 percent. 

Clinton, in the larger open session attended by business leaders, made 
a direct appeal for their help. “I need your support and your contribu- 
tion,” he added. “I ask you to do your part.” 

Then, aiming his message beyond the business community, Clinton 
said: “Americans are at their best answering alarm bells in the night.” 


Interracial marriages are increasing 


WASHINGTON — The number of interracial couples in America near- 
ly doubled in the past 12 years, and now one out of every 20 marriages 
crosses the boundaries of race, the government says. 

There were 246,000 black-white couples last year, the Census Bureau 
said. 883,000 couples represented marriages between whites and other 
races, such as Asian, Pacific Islander or American Indian; 32,000 were 
between blacks and other races; and there were 1.2 million couples that 
mixed Hispanics and non-Hispanics. 

It has been 26 years since the Supreme Court struck down all state 
laws outlawing mixed marriages. 

Even so, many Americans seem fixated by interracial romance. Mixed- 
race couples are a staple on daytime television talk shows, but most of 
the nation’s 1,161,000 interracial couples find their lives aren’t much dif- 
ferent from everyone else’s. 


Genetic defect may lead to leukemia 


WASHINGTON — A genetic defect may allow cells to take off on a 
wild growth spurt that eventually leads to adult leukemia, say 
researchers. The finding holds the promise of a test for leukemia risk. 

Dr. Cheryl L. Willman of the University of New Mexico School of 
Medicine reports today in the journal Science that it may take the loss of 
only half of the normal pair of IRF-1 genes to start a process that leads 
to leukemia. 

“Our hypothesis is that if you lose a single allele (half of a pair of 
genes) it can lead to unrestrained cell growth,” she said. Rapidly divid- 
ing cells cause a higher rate of mutation and “can cause a promotion to 
full blown leukemia,” said Willman. 

The IRF-1 gene, located on chromosome 5, causes cells to secrete a pro- 
tein that regulates cell division. It represses the action of a protein that 
is expressed by another gene, called IRF-2, that promotes cell division. 
IRF stands for interferon regulatory factor. 


U.S. coalition lobbies for free trade 


NEW YORK — Mobilizing for a battle against environmental and 
labor groups, powerful business interests are raising money and lobby- 
ing Congress for passage of the North American Free Trade Agreement. 

The USA-NAFTA coalition, led by Eastman Kodak Co. and American 
Express Co., has enlisted more than 1,000 companies, trade associations 
and business groups. It has written President Clinton and hired fund- 
raisers and media specialists. Its members are meeting with legislators. 

The effort is aimed at influencing Congress and public opinion in favor 
of the economic pact linking the United States, Mexico and Canada. 
USA-NAFTA says it wants to raise at least $2 million. Opponents say it 
will spend much more. 

Despite clearly stated goals, the 5-month-old coalition hasn’t registered 
with the federal government under a law requiring disclosure of lobbying 
activities, expenditures and financing. 

“The coalition is already actively working to identify and demonstrate 
support for the NAFTA to members of Congress, the media and the pub- 


lic'generally,” it says in literature sent to hundreds of potential a

Renovation underway; 
old BYU Academy to be 
new community center

A Provo based nonprofit organiza- 
tion is contributing to the develop- 
ment of the city of Provo by reno- 
vating the Academy building. 

The Community Service 
Foundation of Utah Valley plans to 
renovate the vacant building, locat- 
ed on University Avenue, and turn 
it into a community service center. 

Betty Harrison, president of the 
foundation, said the old BYU 
Academy was opened in 1903 and 
sold by BYU in 1975. She said the 
renovation effort will take place in 
five stages. 

“All our efforts are now directed 
towards fund raising,” Harrison 
said. “We have some very good 
prospects who would like to con- 
tribute,” she said. 

Harrison estimates it will cost the 
foundation approximately $15 mil- 
lion to renovate all four of the 
buildings located on the property. 
She said the group plans to build 
another building to serve as office 
space for the center’s staff. 

Harrison said the center will 
house programs for all ages, includ- 


ing early childhood and youth cen- 
ters. “The building will include 
something for everyone,” she said. 

Also included in the project are 
plans to make one of the buildings 
a museum and arts center. 
Harrison said additional money 
will be needed to fund the center 
after it has been renovated. 

Although the foundation is still 
trying to finance the project, some 
of the renovation work has already 
begun. Harrison said a portion of 
the south west corner of the struc- 
ture, where Brigham Young 
Academy’s first president, Karl G. 
Maeser, had his office, has been 
cleaned up to provide office space 
for the foundation’s fund raising 
efforts... satdorol recat 

“We're using. the, basic -degign of 
the buildings in restoring the prop- 
erty,” Harrison said. With the prop- 
er funding from local government 
and the private sector, restoration 
of the buildings will take a couple 
of years, she said. 

Don Hartley, an architect for the 
Utah State Historical Preservation 
Office, said the Academy was 
placed on the National Register of 
Historical Places in 1976. 


Child gangs in Sarajevo 
mimic the warring adults

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Like Fagan in Dickens’ Oliver 
Twist, Burdush directs his band of 
dirty ragamuffins from atop a 
garbage can throne. 

Burdush is a refugee from Hrid, a 
hilltop suburb northwest of 
Sarajevo, who claims to be 15 but 
looks no more than 13. 

He leads the “Europes,” a gang of 
children living as refugees in the 
former Hotel Europe, in downtown 
Sarajevo. 

With nothing else to do but ape 
the warlike adults, the boys and 
girls of the Europe hang out, 
throwing bottles and rubble from 
their shell-damaged hotel at the 
rival gang from the refugee hotel 
down the street, the “Centrals.” 

“We. have three bikes, so we ride 
around the streets, and we fight 
the Centrals,” Burdush said. 


“Fighting the Centrals is every- 
thing in our lives.” 

The rivalry with the “Centrals” 
began, the children say, because 
the kids at the Central Hotel have 
water, electricity and a cleaner 
place to live. 

The highlight of the day is wait- 
ing for U.N. peacekeepers to drive 
by and toss out goodies. As 
Burdush spoke, an Egyptian fuel 
tanker passed by, and its soldiers 
threw a few packs of bread and jam 
to the children. 

Since the siege of Sarajevo began 
last April, 1,237 children have 
died, and another 12,305 have been 
wounded, 2,189 seriously, accord- 
ing to Arif Smajkic, director of the 
government’s health research unit. 

Thousands have been evacuated 
since the fighting began. For those 
remaining, life is precarious. Often, 
it is also boring.

WASHINGTON — Americans 
carried the Christmas buying spirit 
into the new year and the job mar- 
ket improved late in January, the 
government said Thursday, adding 
to a string of good-news economic 
reports. 

Retail sales rose 0.3 percent to a 
seasonally adjusted $167.4 billion, 
the Commerce Department said. 

That followed a gain of 0.8 per- 
cent in December and was the 
sixth in seven months. Department 
store and auto sales showed partic- 
ular strength. Sales from 
November to December were 7.2 
percent higher than a year earlier. 

“This event is an excellent sign 
that the economy is pumping along 
on all cylinders. ... If such a 
healthy rate of increase continues, 
the economy will not falter in 
1993,” said economist William K. 
MacReynolds of the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce.

Top jazz artist of ‘92 
opens for the Nylons

Utah’s concert audiences are 
some of the most excited and 
appreciative in the country, said 
tenor saxophonist Richard Elliot 
who is performing with the Nylons 
in Salt Lake City Saturday.

The new Region Two is made up 
of Bountiful, Cottonwood, Davis, 
Highland, Skyline, and Viewmont. 

Along with the Region Two rec- 
ommendation the Utah School 
Board Association with USSA, and 
the Utah Office of Education pro- 
posed an across the board 10 per- 
cent reduction of extra-curricular 
events, said Davidson. “Region Five 
is currently running a pilot pro- 
gram for these cuts without much 
success.” 

Despite the lack of funds and the 
possible need to reduce some 
expenses, the Equal Opportunity 
office in Colorado is telling the 
UHSAA it should increase the 
activities, said Davidson. 

“If we decide to cut extra- -curricu- 
lar activities because they’re 
offered by the recreation depart- 
ments, should we cut foreign lan- 
guage classes because they’re 
offered on tape or cut math classes 
because you can learn it on com- 
puter,” said BYU baseball coach 
Gary Pullins. “We shouldn’t 
emphasize activities more than

ahead of me so I figured my best 
bet would be to sign with BYU 
because the maximum I would sit 
on the bench would be a year.

“We would be failing the youth of 
the state if we make cuts in activi- 
ties,” said Tony McGeary, Lehi 
High School Track coach. “Extra- 
curricular activities provide anoth- 
er aspect of education, they teach 
social skills, leadership, and how to 
win.” 

The discussion concerning out of 
class time has frustrated Pullins. 
His frustration stems from his last 
recruiting trip to Arizona. His pri- 
mary recruit failed to show for the 
junior college all-star game. When 
Pullins confronted the Cochise J.C. 
coach he was told the player 
couldn’t make the trip because the 
college president wouldn’t allow 
him to miss classes. 

The athlete’s future education 
may have been hindered by the 
lack of consideration from the pres- 
ident, said Pullins. The athlete had 
not missed one class the whole sea- 
son because of games, most stu- 
dents miss classes without it harm- 
ing their education.
